HENDRICKSON IS LOCKED IP. 


Some W itnesses Think it W as Ac­ 
cidental W hile Others Beliete 


Differently.

An unfortunate accident occurred 
jreaterday afternoon in East Brain* 
|* rd about 5 o ’clock which nearly 
ended in a tragedy, and as a result 
young Jacob Hendrickson, a Fin­ 
lander, was arrested and locked up 
in the city jail last night. 
He shot 
young John Hill, Jr., son of one of 
tbe we!I know n residents of that part 
of the city, and so intense was the 
excitement that the father of the 
hoy who was shot came over and 
caused the arrest of the young as­ 
sailant. 
The shooting was done 
with a 22 calibre revolver purchased 
yesterday morning by the Hendrick­ 
son boy. 
Hill was wounded in the left thigh 
and was unable to be at the hearing 
this morning before Judge Mantor 
and the case was continued until 
Monday morning. 
There are several versions of the 
k*-capade, some claiming that the 
shooting was purely accidental while 
others claim that it was done with 
forethought and intent. 
The two 
boys were playing at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Hendrickson, 
parents of the boy who did the shoot­ 
ing, with several other boys. 
A 
young man by the name of Axel Eck- 
holme states that Hendrickson first 
fired at him and he ran away and 
when he turned around to look back 
the young mao with the gun was 
blazing away at the Hill boy. 
There 
is a difference of opinion as to how 
many shots were fired, some stating 
that four or five reports were heard. 
Anyway, whether the shooting was 
intentional or otherwise, one of the 
Ashots took effect and young Hill fell 
to the ground. 
An 
ugly 
bullet 
wound in the left thigh was the 
result of the shooting and the young 
man was removed to his home. 
Officer Hurley was notified and be 
went over and placed Hendrickson 
under arrest and took him to the 
city jail where be spent the night. 
At the time the shooting oecured 
there was a sort of social gathering 
at the Hendrickson home and it is 
claimed by a few of the people who 
were there that they beard several 
shots. 
Hendrickson himself claims, as do

He states that he bought the revolver 
yesterday morning with no other 
purpose in view than to practice 
shooting.
